The Spanish Zone Again 


ALTHOUGH there is a certain:fearful air of restraint 
inthe way the matter 1s dealt with in the press in Spain, 
there can be no doubt that the never-ending question of 
the Spanish zone in Morocco is, once again, a matter of 
first concern throughout the country. Iver since the col- 
lapse of Germany and the signing of the armistice, last 
November, official Spain has been making desperate 
efforts to produce some eleventh-hour show of efficiency 
in the Spanish zone. With that same optimism which 
inclined Spain to believe that she could wipe out the 


record of her attitude during the war by the simple process 


of developing an “overwhelming pro-ally propaganda, 
the government in Madrid seeks to present the Spanish 
zone, for four and a@ half years the veritable clearing 
house tor German propaganda, to the allied world 
something in the nature of a model colony. There has 
always, however, existed in Spain a party strongly op- 
posed to the Moroccan policy ot Madrid; that was op- 
posed to the acquisition of the zone, in the first instance, 
and that has never ceased to condemn the. Spanish mis- 
management of the territory ever since. ‘This party. is, 
today, very much in evidence, and just at a time when 
the Spanish Government is half-fearing, as the latest 
reports trom Madrid declare, that there may be a dispo- 
sition in entente “to edge Spain away from her 
position in Morocco,” it is openly declaring that the best 
thing Spain could do would be “to get out of the place 
and cut all her losses.” " 

The indictment of the anti-Moroccan party is cer- 
tainly sufficiently strong. ‘Thus the weekly democratic 
review, Iespana, answering its own question as to what 
Spain can say in support of her demand to be left alone 
In Morocco, analyzes several possible pleas, and dismisses 
them all. Is it success in colonization? Such a plea is 
a veritable title to eviction. Is it thre Spanish attituce 
during the war?

later, unless a real and rapid change is brought about, she 
will have to give account of her stewardship. 


Murray River Irrigation -Plan 


lor nearly thirty years, the much vexed question of 
the proper utilization for irrigation purposes of the waters 
of the great River Murray, in Australia, has been under 
consideration. ‘Three states are chiefly concerned in the 
matter, namely, Victoria, New South Wales, and South 
Australia, and the question of the just apportionment of 
cost in any schemes that might be undertaken was ever 
one of some difficulty. Just prior to the war, an agree- 
ment was in sight, and, now that the war ts over, the 
twofold need of providing work for the returned soldier 
and of securing new lands for cultivation has brought the 
matter triumphantly toa settlement... The federal govern- 
ment and the governments of the three states concerned 
have decided to proceed with the project torthayith, and 
have undertaken to spend, among them, a sum of not less 
than £5,000,000, 

It is a great. undertaking, for, not only will it ulti- 
mately bring into cultivation some 300,000 acres of land, 


ted that there is, as usual in the case of early 


but, as the scheme provides for a series of weirs and 
locks on the Murray, it will make that river navigable 
for a much greater distance than at the present time, 
and will also greatly improve nav igation on the Murrum- 
hidgee. It is difficult to estimate the immense change for 
the better: that this latter undertaking alone will effect. 
The navigation of the Murray, when considered in re- 
lation to its great length and the tremendous volume of 
water which flows through its channel, has always been 
strangely inadequate. In the height of summer, as a 
recent dispatch from Adelaide pointed out, you may walk 
many parts of the Murray, and in the flood 
seasons the waters have spread over the meadows and 
cultivated lands so that experienced skippers on the old- 
fashioned paddle steamers have taken their vessels along 
the hidden course of the river, steering by the tops ot 
the submerged gum trees, 

The new scheme must ultimately do away with all 
this, and not only add hundreds and perhaps thousands 
of miles to the inland waterways of the three states, but at 
the same time create a new agricultural area, of which 
the World will be able to make the utmost use. Il*ew great 
engineering schemes have had a more picturesque setting. 
The work will involve the creation of a notable feature 
in the form of a great lake submerging some 30,000 acres 
of territory, the shores of which the promoters of the 
project foresee will become one of Australia’s favorite 
holiday resorts. The whole effort, of course, marks 
another step in the steady progress which Australia has 
been making, during the past few decades, from a purely 
pastoral to a largely agricultural country. 
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Steam’s Century on the Atlantic 


l’ROM present indications, it is not at all unlikely that 
the beginning of the aerial era of trans-Atlantic voyaging 
will get itself recorded at or about the time when the 
beginning of the trans-Atlantic age of steam navigation 
is having its centennial celebration. lor the attempt 
to cross the Atlantic by the air route is now being planned 
for some time in May, and it was in the third week of 
May, one hundred years ago, that the famous little steam- 
ship Savannah started out to plow its way through the 
not-too-friendiy waters of that ocean from Savannah in 
the State of Georgia to Liverpool in England. 

lkverybody knows that one hundred years.pass very 
swiftly indeed when measured by the inVentions and 
Wuprovements that develop a great branch of commerce 
or industry. Yet even the seasoned travelers by trans- 
Atlantic liners of the present day—barring, perhaps, the 
duration of the war—are apt,to blink if reminded that 
the A-1 passenger ships were still using sails for attxiliary 
power .as recently as 1880. And few travelers of any 
sort, sharing the ample and varied accommodations of 
the most recent type of first-class ocean steamship, can 
readily appreciate the vast commercial and mechanical 
development betokened by their leviathans as compared 
with the courageous little Savannah of 1819. 

Of course the attempt to cross the Atlantic under 
steam propulsion was not by any means the first ocean 
trip by a steam vessel, any more than the aerial crossing, 
whenever it takes place, will be the first over-water trip 
bv aircraft. In such matters, naturally enough, pilots 
and engineets build up their confidence by any number 
of shorter voyages, untfl at last the more hazardous 
attempt lies disclosed as the logical next step. Steam 
had been occupying the attention of inventors and ex- 
periinenters as a means of propelling vessels from the 
time of the Potomac River experiments of James 
Kumsey in 1784, and since l'ulton’s success with the 
famous Clermont on the Eludson River, in 1804, that 
fortunate developer of steamboats had been profiting 
by a rapidly expanded river and harbor boat servicé 
centering at New York. When once the trip between 
New York and Albany by steam power was an accom- 
plished fact, the shipping interests of the time had been 
as ready to build a business on the new idea as the 
public had been ready to take advantage of the swifter 
and surer service. Steam quickly began ‘the shaping of an 
extensive commerce on the Hudson; i it outlined the ferrv 
service by which the great city came later to inhale and 
exhale its breath of urban, life; it spread to other rivers 
farther south, reaching Philadelphia and Trenton; it 
sent its rough-hewn craft plowing regular pathways 
across the bays and sounds of the Atlantic Coast. Little 
by little it forced its vessels into deeper waters, until 
they were surprising the populace of distant” coastwise 
cities by appearing suddenly in their harbors. ‘Then, 
finally, from having negotiated such coastwise voyages 
as those between New York and New London in Con- 
necticut, Philadelphia and Baltimore, and Charleston in 
South Carolina and Savannah in Georgia, 1t could hardly 
have failed to be the inspiration whereby some doughty 
skipper or other would wish to start forthright to cross 
the ocean. 

It was Captain Stevens Rogers in the Savannah who 
essayed the role. His cratt was of only some 350 tons, 


.of New York build, with three masts, square rigged, 


single smoke funnel, and paddle wheels set midway of 
the sides. Her paddles were portable, so designed that 
they could: be unshipped whenever the weather should 
prove unfavorable, and brought into play again in smooth 
water. Qn this trip out from the Georgia seaport, the 
Savannah was able to use her paddles during eighteen 
days out. of the total of twenty-six occupied in the voyage 
At least, this is the record from an appar- 
But 1t may as well be admit- 
steain 
a considerable variation in the accounts of the 
Savannah's achievement. Some say she made her trip 
in twenty-five days, others give it as twenty-nine. One 
account relates that she had to tall back on her sails 
for the latter part of her voyage because, after about 
twelve days out, the engine had consumed all the coal 
that could be carried, even though the entire cargo space 
had been requisitioned for this fuel. Accounts seem to 
agree, however, that she made the passage without 
untoward incident; and the novelty of her appearance, 
belching smoke from her funnel as she proceeded, did 
without doubt attract attention and at least in one instance 
cause alarm, since it was related that she was pursued off 
Cape Clear by the British cutter Kite, under the impres-

sion that the strange vessel was on fire. Other accounts 
intimate that the same mistake was made by people who 
watched the Savannah's approach to her destination, and 
it is agreed that she made a great sensation on her arrival 
at Liverpool 

So much tor the Savannah as the trans-Atlantic pio 
neer of steam. She drops out of the ordinary record, prac- 
tically with this voyage. In fact, only desultory steam 
crossings were made thereafter until 1838, when regular 
trans-Atlantic service was undertaken with the steamers 
Western. ‘These ships were able to 
make the trip in from fifteen to eighteen days, without 
carrying much sail; but the public had not reached the 
stage of requiring such service, so the Sirius was with- 
drawn after a few trips, and, while the Great \Western 
continued in operation, she was an item of expense rather 
than ‘profit to the company that owned her, It was not 
until a far-sighted gentleman from Halifax, Nova Scotia, 
Samuel Cunard by name, was able, in 1839, to combine 
a government subsidy with a plan to operate steamships, 
that regular trans-Atlantic service by steam vessels 
became a recognized success, 


Notes and Comments 


THe coincidence of the announcements that the cen- 
tennial of trans-Atlantic traffic by steam 1s to be cele- 
brated soon and that the French ‘“.\erobus” Goliath, with 
a number of passengers, has just made what is claimed to 
be a world climbing record is not without significance. 
Not that, in itself, there is any great point of similarity 
between the two achievements, but because, while the 
former marked an epoch-making event, the latter repre- 
sents but one of a multitude of similar occurrences, 
which are following one another with such rapidity that

way to utilize what used to be the waste of lumbering. 
Small pieces of wood ground fine become wood flour, 
which ts used in the manufacture of linoleum, phonograph 
records, and explosives. The once useless bark now 
enters into several industries, among them the making of 
wood silk. ‘Thousands of soldiers have been wearing 
socks of this material, reinforced at heel and toe with 
cotton. The wood that has gone to waste in the past 
cannot be recovered, but conservation is busily doing 
much to makewp for the loss.
